I was in a position to serve you because, /even though I was' 
personally opposed to Hitlerism, I was passed along^ as a Nazi ever since 
I came to this country in 1938* / 

Now that the war has come to an end, your office has only 
occasionally used my information, -■ but there is, of course, ho need Sor such 
assignments as I did during the war (such as visiting Bund camps, etc.) : ,- 
However, I feel that I can stilLbe of service /bo you, and that is the 
reason that I am writing to you today* . 

At the present time there is much activity here - mostly among 
the German element, but also among groups who base their political activity 
on religious belief - against Bassia and u Communism". IShile .some of the 
activity may be quite liriLthin^ the law whicb^ thank goodness, .permits freedom 
of the press, a lot of this activity^has become & wild agitation against T 
the' Russians knd as such it will hinder all relaticms which our government

You have never read a letter like this before. 

If you are one of the over six hundred people who have been re- 
ceiving papers to pass out to your friends, this is an explanation 
of why the quantity has "been so drastically reduced this week. 
Such a step is necessary due to a shortage of funds* We hope 
soon to he in a position to increase the amount of copies and to 
.supply the many Americans who are volunteering to assist this cam- 
paign throughout the United States. 

This is the twenty- seventh issue of THIHK WEEKLY. We who started 
its publication knew only too well that it was not a money-making 
scheme, since we are not able to carry advertising, and the sub- 
scription rate is so low we lose money on each on6. Donations 
are coming in, but. they are small in amount •- 

The paper is being enthusiastically received in all parts of the 
country, by people in all walks of life^ Free papers are being 
distributed at veterans and union meetings, Rotary and Kiwanis 
Clubs, high schools and colleges. Eleven members of our speakers 1 
bureau are equipped to talk on Communism before any group or' organ- 
ization. Our office has completed information on most of the five 
hundred Communist fronts and in general is supplied with material 
on* Communism second only to the government. We now have six sal-* 
aried employees. 

A father and son have taken care of the loss each week which is 
now over seven thousand dollars. In addition to this the amount 
of $1800*00 is owed to- the printers. All other bills are paid, 
the office being run on an efficient business-like basis.

Oxie managing editor has devoted fifteen hours a day seven days 
a week for six months to .this work; the- other, working to his 
fullest capacity, has "brought himself to the point of exhaustion; 
neither of these men receives one penny salary. 

We are at this point "scraping the bottom of the barrel,'*. Money 
is badly needed to carry on this all-important work* s The enthu- 
siasm and support of so many people 'has given us the courage to 
Continue in the face of such tremendous and well-organized op- 
position.

So that this important work may continue, and to leave no doubt 
in the minds of those who would like to back THINK WEEKLY, we 
make this proposition. The- managing editor will sign a contract 
to work as in the past for one year for one dollar if a committee 
of men will see that the printing bill is paid each week. Or we 
will turn the paper over entirely free to any man or committee 
Who will convince us that an aggressive campaign to expose Com- 
munism, and educate the people will be continued. 

W& leave this in the hands of Americans. May frod's will be done.

strated in the last few years by pol- 
iticians, from mayors to Congressmen 
- and the President. RD.R: not only 
gave away billions of dollars of our 
resources, but he traveled over the 
world and gave away other nations, 
belonging to helpless people who be- 
lieved he was sincere in- his Atlantic 
Charter.. And he gave away millions 
of innocent people, gave them' into 
slavery to Godless atheistic Commun- 
ists to be raped,, robbed, and murdered. 

Which countries did he hand over 
, to Stalin? We challenge any living 
human to deny he betrayed Poland. 
Roosevelt promised Poland "one thou- 
sand planes ,\vithin one 'week if she 
would defy Germany with reference to 
Danzig. Poland then fought Germany 
but did not receive so much as one 
gun . . . where were the one thou- 
sand planes, the promise of help that 
sacrificed a trusting country and its 
helpless people? The Polish people 
fought five years, thinking they were 
fighting for* their country; only to learn 
that they- fought for Communism, a 
government of foreign people from 
Russia. Communists now rule this 
country with an iron hand. More than 
two hundred thousand Polish people 
were placed in prison in the last few 
weeks' to prevent them from carrying 
out the "free" election January 19. 
Two hundred thousand Polish soldiers 
who fought for five years are now in 
Italy and England, not daring to return 
to their homeland* to be shot by Com- 
munists. 

Here is part of the Atlantic Charter 
which was drilled into us by the Fireside 
Ghats. This is what our government 
told the whole world. This is what our 
boys were told they were fighting for: 

"We will see that there are no 
territorial changes that do not ac- 
cord with the freely expressed wish- A 
es of the peoples concerned. ' 

"We will respect the right of all 
peoples to choose the form of gov- 
ernment under which they will live; 
and we wish to see sovereign rights 
and self government restored to 
those who have been forcibly de- 
prived of them." 

We, as citizens of the United States 
of America; are responsible for these 
promises to the' world for we did not 
hnpeach the rascals at the head of our 
government who actuallv made them, 
apparently never intending to keep 
them. We liberated countries and 
people? What a joke! We liberated 
oeople-from a mild form of temporary 



imprisonment and placed them in sol- 
itary confinement for life. 

RD.R. agreed with Stalin for slav- 
ery for Finland, Estonia", Latvia, Lithu- 
ania, Hungary, Rumania, Korea, and 
agreed that Russia should carry off 
millions of Germans as slaves. At the 
time Stalin asked this last request, .Win- 
ston Churchill jumped up and protest- 
ed, but RD.R., with a wave of his hand, 
made a joke of it and agreed quicker 
than the reader would agree to give 
away a house cat! 

Today, twenty months after the war, 
four million Germans, in addition to 
millions of other European people, are 
scattered over Russia, working in 
droves on projects preparing for war 
against the "capitalistic world". Ac- 
cording to former Russian Commun- 
ists, these millions work, sleen, and die 
in the same clothes. When they come 
in wet from rain or snow, they sleep 
in the wet ^ clothes on board bunks. 
As they become too ill to work on the 
half rations,, they are thrown aside to 
die, and hundreds more are brought in 
from the large reserve in camps. 

• We, the American people, helped to 
bring this about. We have helped to 
deny food, freedom, and religion to 
millions of innocent men, women, and 
children; How can we sleep while these 
people suffer? In addition to the slave 
laborers, a weekly average of five 
thousand machinists and skilled labor- 
ers are being kidnapped in Germany 
and taken to Russia to get ready for 
Russia's taking over the world. While 
the U S. and England 'foolishly de- 
stroyed the plants in their German 
zones, Russia, in her part of Germany, 
built up the- plants and they are oper- 
ating today at higher capacity ' than 
during the war. The German people 
-we foolishly - helped Russia conquer, 
are now being used by Communism to 
nelp grab the remaining part of Europe 
and then destroy America. 

We the citizens of the United States, 
allowed our government to make this 
possible. The Kangaroo Court at 
Nuermberg has tried Germans who 
were guilty of doing nothing else but 
allowing their rulers to do as they did 
Think about that for a while 

Near the end- of the war, leading 
Germans told their people that soon 
the American people would learn what 
rools Russia was making of them (the 
American people) The Germans did 
not think it would take us so Ion* to 
wake up!! 

Those White House advisers who 
were directing our foreign affairs dur- 
ing the war knew perfectly well that 
the U. S. was being" used to set up 
Communism in the world/ RD.R., a 
smart politician, but a bov scout* com- 
pared with the International Red 



Crowd which surrounded him, wa^ 
trapped and entangled long before 
Pear] Harbor, so that he could ncft 
back up but was forced to go deepeJf 
and deeper — as a tool of Stalin. * 
His awakening to what he had done; 
to his people placed him in somewhat 
the same position as Woodrow Wilson, 
was, when, on his tour after World. 
War 1, at Kansas City, he admitted 
that we had 'been tricked into the war. ,

To carry out 
this plan, their representatives formed 
the UNRRA, apparently to feed the-i 
millions over the world which we hadj 
helped to make homeless and hungry; 
but in reality this organization was * 
used to control the food of the world •% 
so" that only those who embraced Com-yf 
munism might eat. And only a Russia-! 
Firster could or can direct UNRRA. % 
Have we forgotten the mysterious v 3 
gathering at White Sulphur Springs, .•• 
West Virginia? This gathering was to" ^3 
set the stage for control' of food as- a "^ 
weapon after, the war. At the meeting, " - 
which was dominated by a group of 
Russian delegates, one of our Co- 
gressmen was thrown out bodily^ be- 
cause he dared to try to hear what was ? \ 
going on. , , ; > 

The polls before ' we entered this- h 
last war showed that eighty-two per I 
cent of our people were opposed to :| 
our entry. It is safe to say that ninety A 
percent of our people did not want to H 
bring about the present conditions In "3 
Europe. But about five percent of our 1 
people would like to exterminate all in 4 
Europe who will not bow to Commun- 'J 
ism. This five percent' has been ruling 
our government just as six percent has 
ruled in Russia, for twenty-nine years. 
This five .percent has picked the men 
sent to Germany to dictate our policy, 
to treat all non-Communist Germans 
as Nazis, just as all anti-Communists 
in this country are branded Fascists. 

RD.R. is dead, but the men who 
ruled him are active. When the pro- 
gram in Europe is complete, the Un- 
ited States will undoubtedly be No. i 
on their list, for Stalin has repeatedly 
said -it was to be world revolution. 

Are we able to pry this five percent 
loose from Washington?- They a- 
powerful, with -unlimited money anu 
obedient press. At no time during the 
war was our liberty in danger from th

Karl' Marx was a neurotic, suffering 
from an- intense sense of inferiority. 
He was born at Treves, Germany, May 
5, 18-18. When he was about six years 
old, his father, Hirschel Marx, and his 
family, abandoned the Jewish, faith 
and became Protestants. Marx was 
raised a Christian. 

, He suffered physical pain most of 
j his life. At times lie was literally cov- 
ered with- boils and carbuncles and 
'seldom was free from digestive disord- 
ers, stomach, liver and bowel troubles. 
He had no profession, regular occupa- 
tion or dependable means of liveli- 
hood. He pretended to be a master of 
j the methods- and technique of Capital- 
ism, yet was never able to earn his 
own living. Violent, arrogant and quar- 
relsome, he posed as the champion of 
the brotherhood of man, yet remained 
( virtually friendless all of his life, 
i Marx's father was a lawyer and 
t Marx was sent to the University of 
[Bonn to study law. Here he became 
| deeply interested in the philosophy of 
the German philosopher Hegel. He 
abandoned the study of law and devot- 
ed himself to mastering the Hegelian 
system. He received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in 1881 .but was 
denied a position at the university. 
He turned to journalism and became 
the editor of the Rheinische. Zeitung 
and devoted himself to the study of 
Socialist literature. 

Friedrich Engels was born in Bar- 
men, Germany, on November 28 
1820. Although Marx had met Engels 
when he was editor of the Rheinische 
Zeitung their association did not really 
begin until September of 1 844. Engels 
practically supported Marx and his 
family from that time until Marx's 
death, March 14, 1883. 

Marx was expelled from France in 
1845 and v/ent to Brussels, from 
whence he was subsequently compelled 
to flee. He found a refuge in England 
and lived there until his death.

We have received many -requests to 
explain our position in regard to the 
Columbians, the Ku Klux Klan, and 
other similar organizations.

! sense of values:, learn to do first things 
| first. The fire of Communism, which 
is about to burn- down our house, must 
certainly be put out before we can 
afford to turn our attention to lesser 
things. Just as'the person on the phone 
or at the doormight bring tidings. ; as 
important and urgent as the fire in. the 
j kitchen, so the Columbians .- and the

I serious threat to our country. But we 
, cannot wait to see what might happen, 
we cannot hesitate and falter at this 
decisive moment, for if we do not over- 
come the fire of Communism NOW, 
we will have no opportunity to deal 
"with the lesser evils when and if they 
I attain proportions which call for coun- 
. ter action. ^ <

Ibis office is not actively investigating Tijink Weekly or the 
Loyal American Group but does receive regular reports by our inf ormant en 
the activities of UB 5ENLET. It should be noted that CS&ELES SHELT0& is an 
alias of CGSDE MG GERLBT. 

It is requested that if the Springfield Office receives information 
that the Loyal American Group or the Loyal American Congress Is forming 
chapters in its field division, the matter be reported to the Newask Office .

meeting sponsored ty "Common Sense" held at the Veterans Home, Union, N» J. 
on 10/8/51. 

According to the Informant, the speaker at this meeting was a Miss 
CUMMINGS, a teacher from Philadelphia, and an ardent "Nationalist." 

During Miss CUMMINGS 1 talk, she mentioned that information regarding 
the removal of crosses from ^cemeteries in Hawaii could be obtained ft-om a 
Mr* McFARLAND of 876 Gramet St # , Philadelphia 2U, Pa, The talk given by 
Miss CUMMINGS contained what the Informant considers to be the usual amount 
of anti-Semitism. 

This speaker was strongly in favor of following a recommendation 
of one Judge ARMSTRONG who wishes to appoint General DOUGLAS MacARTHUR as 
a dictator who would clean up the United States. 

The Informant furnished a report on the meeting held at *the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Home, Union, N, J., on 11/12/51, The guest speaker 
was a Miss BERRY who spoke on the coming of the anti-Christ. 

The Informant reported that CONDE McGINLEI advised him on the night 
of the meeting that at that time 200,000 issues of J r Gommon Sense" were being 
placed in the mail.

At 10:05 a.m., October 13, 1952, one BEN COMMERCE. Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, Trenton, N. J., telephonically contacted the writer. 
The gist of the conversation is being made a matter of record for 
possible future reference. 

COMMERCE stated that for a considerable length of time VFW 
officials in Trenton had been receiving the pamphlet "COMMON SENSE." 
COMMERCE stated after having read copies of the publication, he con- 
sidered it anti-Semitic. He added that he could not positively state 
that it is subversive but he suspects it of being subversive. He re- 
quested any information contained in Newark files concerning this 
pamphlet or organization. 

Mr. COMMERCE was politely and respectfully advised that 
information contained in Bureau files cannot be made available to 
the public and that he should not infer that we do or do not have 
information regarding instant pamphlet. 

Mr. COMMERCE then asked what his organization could do 
about instant pamphlet.-. He was politely advised that the FBI can 
make no recommendations 'in this regard. He stated he had already 
complained to U. S. Postal Officials in the hope of banishing the 
pamphlet from the mails. 

COMMERCE stated that he felt the FBI should certainly in- 
vestigate the personnel connected with publishing "COMMON SENSE" 
and he was going to so advise Mr. HOOVER.

(H) "COMMON SENSE/ 1 FORMERLY "THINK WEEKLY" CONDE J. MC GINLEY, 
EDITOR INTERNAL SECURITY - X — Numerous inquiries have been received 
by the Newark Office from other offices advising of complaints 
received regarding the newspaper "Common Sense," which is being 
sent through the mail to the'' complainants. It was reported in 
November, 1953* by a reliable informant of the Newark Office that 
Conde J. McGinley planned to circulate one million copies of his 
latest issue of "Common Sense." 

In view of the above, a brief summary of McGinley *s 
background. as well as that of "Common Sense" is being set forth 
below for your information. 

Conde J. McGinley has been described by a reliable informant 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World War II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of 
Nazi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one. The 
informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Sfemitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 

McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 1946. 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 19^6, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing in "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and ant i -Communist. 

In December, 19^6, McGinley , organized a group in New Jersey 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and sale of his news- 
paper. This group,, which was then known as the Loyal American Group, 
became affiliated in September, 19^9* with the Nationalist Action 
League headed by Henry McParland of Philadelphia , Pennsylvania. The 
informant reported that this merger was short-lived either because 
of a misunderstanding between McGinley and McParland or because 
McGinley learned that the Nationalist Action League had been cited 
as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General pursuant to 
Executive Order 9835. It is noted that, the Nationalist Action League 
was re -cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 

The informant has advised that McGinley claims the 
circulation of "Common Sense" is between 200,000 and 300, doo copies 
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SAC LETTER NO. 5^-4 - 7 - 
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of each issue, In this connection, McGinley uses telephone 
directories and organizational lists in order to make up his 
mailing lists. This would explain why many offices are receiving 
complaints from individuals who have received unsolicited copies 
of "Common Sense" through the mail. 

"Common Sense" is published by McGinley at his residence, 
530 Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey.

furnished the following information on the edfrtor of "COMMON SENSE". 
Conde J. MC GINLEY. ' 

The informant visited the establishment owned by MC GINLEY 
and was stopped at the door of the building by a husky youth who 
' appeared to be serving as a guard. The informant was not permitted 
to enter the building until the informant',, name was called to the

Mr. BENNETT obtained a considerable amount of literature 
and a number of books labeled plainly as an ti -Communist and ap- 
pearing as anti-Jewish literature and he was impressed by McGINLEY" 
and his staff with the idea that the Jewish race predicts the 
end of the white race with mongrelization, the end of Christianity, 
and that the United Nations is the final step in the process of 
bringing the world under the enslavement of universal Communism, 
which is actually supported by the majority of Jewish leaders.

This investigation has been initiated to develop information 
on the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION, which is now the 
publisher of "Common Sense"— "The Nation's Anti-Communist 
Newspaper ♦ " It has been reported to be the name used by CONDE 
J. MC GINLEY, editor of "Common Sense" for the publication of 
so-called "hate leaf letd 1 fostering intolerance of Jews.* 
There is an indication that the name may be used in the future 
for a group of associates of CONDE MC GINLEY who assist in 
the dissemination of the publication and participate in periodic 
meetings organized and directed by MC GINLEYr 
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ORIGIN 

The origin of the name CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
is not known to Newark Confidential Informant T-l, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past and who has been 
associated with CONDE J. MC GINLEY. and the publication "Common 
Sense for over five years* The informant believes that the 
name, which is a new one, has probably been adopted by MC GINLEY ' 
to avoid further legal entanglements which have beset him in 
the past as a result of the publication of "Common Sense", which 
was owned, edited and published by MC GINLEY, 

On September 27, Vftkt 'Newark T-l furnished infor- 
mation indicating that CONDE J. MC. GINLEY, editor of "Common 
Sense , was planning a meeting which was to be held in mid 
October, 19$k and that there was some indication that MC GINLEY- 
would use as sponsor of this meeting the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION.

The following background on CONDE J. MC GINLEY has 
been obtained from employment records and from Newark T-l: 

MC GINLEY was born October 13, 1890 in Norman, 
Texas. He resided there until 1930 when he moved to Dallas, 
Texas. In the late 1920' s he moved to the New Jersey Sea- 
shore resort town of Belmar, where he assisted his wife in 
the establishment and operation of a small chain of curb 
restaurants known as Celia Browns. The restaurants operated 
successfully during the early 1930 f s up to 19i}.l* Following 
19i+l, MC GINLEY and his wife suffered a series of failures* 

During World War II , MC GINLEY was employed as an 
inspector at the Elastic Stop Nut Corporation of America, 
Union, New Jersey, where he was considered to have been a 
hard worker, patriotic, and with a son in the United States 
Marine Corps. 

According to Newark T-l, MC GINLEY and his associates 
were in no way un-American or anti-American but were sympathetic 
with Germany during the war on the grounds 'that the Gemans 
were fighting Communism and that portion of Nazi philosophy 
which dictated the extermination of all Jews was a correct one* 
The informant reported that MC GINLEY and his associates were, 
and, has- reported, they continue to be, violently anti-Semetic* 
MC GINLEY and his associates consider themselves Nationalists 
in that they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the 
invisible government, world Zionism*" MC GINLEY and his 
associates, according to the informant, consider Communism as 
but a part of the plot of Zionism for world government and the 
defeat of Christianity^ 

C0NDE MC GINLEY has been editor and publisher of what 
he considers to be an anti-Communist newspaper since July, 
19i|.6 He launched his crusade against world Zionism with a 
modest publication known as "Think Weekly." His first paper was 
dedicated to the fight against the Communist threat to 
Christianity Shortly after the appearance of "Think Weekly*, 
the publication's name was changed to "Common Sensed The size 
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of the paper increased from letter size to tabloid size and 
the masthead proclaimed it as "The Nation's Anti-Communist 
Newspaper." 

According to Newark T-l, MC GINLEY continues to be 
the moving force in the publication of. the paper and has only 
a few .individuals who assist in the editing, publishing, ; 
printing, and dissemination of his newspaper. MC GINLEY also 
continues to be the moving force behind various meetings held 
under the sponsorship of "Common Sense", designed primarily 
for the dissemination of his paper. 

C. J. MC GINLEY 

According to T-l, C, J, MC GINLEY, one of the stock- 
holders, is MC GINLEY' s son, CONDE J. MC GINLEY, JR;, who from 
time to time assists his father in the preparation of the 
newspaper, mailing and in the conducting of meetings. 
According to the informant, CONDE J. MC GINLEY, JR. is about 
thirty-five years of age, is a law school graudate, has worked 
on several small newspapers, including one in Union, New Jersey 
and one in Asbury Park, New Jersey. • 

Approximately one year ago, MC GINLEY »s son was 
reported to have purchased a farm and since that tinie has not 
given full time to assisting his father.-

AIMS AND PURPOSES 



According to the informant, the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION is only a device for the publishing of "Common 
Sense" and has no aims and purposes other than the publication 
of the newspaper. 
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ACTIVITIES 

According to the informant, the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION has issued several leaflets appealing for support 
of the publication "Common Sense." It has also issued a leaflet 
captioned, "These Marxist Systems; Stalin Communism or Trotsky 
Communism?" The leaflet indicates that "Jews set up Communism 
in Russia during 1917, financed mainly from New York, and supported 
it for 35 years* No Jewish leader dares try to refute this* 
During this period the Zionists were protected in Russia*" 

This leaflet indicates "If Itfashington thinks and acts 
as the Jews want it, to then Washington has become a Jewish 
government and is no longer an American Government. What do 
we mean by Washington? We mean our administration and our 
elected senators and congressmen. They can and will stop 
Communism if we elect strong Christian men* It is necessary for 
every good American to take an interest in seeing that the 
pro-American Americans are nominated on both tickets in primary 
elections, for if the organized 'Marxists suceed in placing their 
men on both tickets at the election it "makes little difference 
who is elected." 

According to the informant, two meetings of MC GINLEY^s 
associates have been held since the name of the publisher was 
changed to CHRISTIAN HDUCATIOHflL ASSOCIATION. No information .has 
been developed indicating that the CliRISTIANEDUCATIONALASSOCIATION 
was listed as sponsor of these meetings. 

Newark T-l attended a meeting of "Common Sense" group 
held December 12, 195U* at which no mention of the CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION was made. 

.A Mrs. PORTIA H. BABCOCK, 2£ Trinity Place, Montclair, . 
New Jersey, attended a meeting held by "Common Sense" at 530 
Chestnut Street, Union, on November IJ4., *195^-* She reported that 
she had attended the meeting as a pro-Senator Joseph McCarthy 
rally and no mention of the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION was 
reported by her. Mrs* BABCOCK furnished the information on 
November 15, 195i+ after having attended the^ meeting upon invita-** 
tion, not knowing the nature of the affair. She reported that 
the meeting had nothing to do with Senator MC CARTHZ and appeared 
to be devoted to vicious outspoken anti-Semitism, 
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"COMMON SENSE" 

The publication "Common Sense", "The Nation 1 s Anti- 
Communist Newspaper", first appeared in the summer of 19l|-6# 
Its theme was Christanity against Communism* A review of 
articles appearing in the early editions of the newspaper re- 
flect that Communists were invariably referred to as "Zionist 
Marxists." 

In the early editions MC GINLEY*s fear of the United , 
States being taken over by the world government of the Zionists 
was veiled. Recently the paper has been openly anti- Jewish*

Newark T~l has reported that MC GINLEY is assisted by 
an individual named ALEX, a Russian Refugee who reportedly 
spent years in prison for his attitude against the - government 
of the Soviet Union. 

w In a letter to the bureau, Buf ile 105-13659, from 
New York, dated 2/3/53 in the case of VLADIMIR MAURUS, IS-R, 
on page 2, there is a discussion furnished by informant, MICHAEL 
POLETIKA to SA JOHN J. GMEREK, indicating that one ALEXEY 
JEFIMOV, also known as EFIMOFF,was a police officer under 
POLETIKA 's command at Regensburg DiPi Camp. At the time, JEPIMOV 
was continually accusing people of being Communists and submitting 
their names to the American CIC at Regensburg. Many of the names 
submitted were reliable individuals and included some of his 
trusted police officers. As a result JEPIMOV was arrested by the 
CIC in 191+8 and was placed on probation for two years. In 
approximately 1950, JEPIMOV wrote to POLETIKA, asking him for 
assistance in order to come to the United States but as 
JEPIMOV was considered unreliable, POLETIKA made no effort to 
assist him. 

In September, 1952, ' POLETIKA learned from an acquaintance 
SYURIEV, Secretary, Office of Free Russia Inc., 3^9 W. 86th St., 
N.Y.C., that JEPIMOV prepared a list of names, accusing 
individuals of being Communists and furnished his list to the 
Association of Former Political Persons of the Soviet Union, 
39 E. 29th St., N.Y.C. POLETIKA indicated that at one time 
JEPiMOV had accused him of receiving a colonel's rank from Stalin 
but that such a charge was absolutely false* 

POLETIKA indicated he had not seen JEPIMOV since 
Regensburg but heard that he was presently residing somewhere in 
the New York vicinity. He indicated he does not consider 
JEPIMOV to be a Communist or Communist sympathizer but feels 
certain that JEPIMOV is 30. percent mentally unbalanced and 
eccentric. 

It is possible thatALEX, reported by the informant to 
be an assistant of CONDE J. MC GINLEY, is identical with ALEXEY 
JEPIMOV.

THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ONT UN-AMERICAN 
ACTIVITIES, under Harold Velde, of Illinois, 
Republican, as chairman, perpetrated a hoax in a 
"preliminary report nn nco-Fascist and hate groups" 
published on Dec. 17, last. 

This was an attempt to holler- 
up a menace presented by * few 
futile anti-Semites in and around 
New York who have served as 
windmills for the non-sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League, itself a hate 
group. 

This league is operated by 
Isidore Lipschutz, who also operates 
a thing called the Society for the 
Prevention of World War III which 
tried to impose the vicious Morgen- 
than Plan on conquered Germany. 
The kernel of that plan was 
the removal of all British and 
American armed forces from Ger- 
many after the victory of 1945 and 
1he extension of the Soviet empire 
across France to the Pyrenees and down to and includ- 
ing Sicily. 

Harry Dexter White, who caused the delivery of 
American currency plates to Soviet agents in occupied 
Germany with which the Communist enemy counter- 
feited hundreds of millions of dollars redeemed by our 
taxes for Moscow's profit, was one of Morgenthau's 
principal subordinates during most of Henry's reign 
at the Treasury. 

THE "INVESTIGATION" OF THESE SO-CALLED 
NEO-FASCIST and hate groups by this commit- 
tee in the last spasm of the brief off-Republican Con- 
gress, bears the characteristics of other coups by 
Lipschutz and the band of fourflushers and confessed 
thieves, liars and scoundrels of miscellaneous other 
wicked propensities who have performed under the 
league's auspices. 

His manager in this venture is one James H. 
Sheldon, who uses the title of professor. He served a 
brief term in the minimum category of the professariat 
at Boston University more than a decade ago. 

The whole outfit and its crooked agents and their 
treacherous conduct have been exposed in detail here 
before, both on my initiative and by confessions eagerly 
made to me by Mario Buzzi, a professional scoundrel so 
corrupt that he freely states that he cannot believe 
himself. Buzzi was for years a diligent, absolutely 
unscrupulous "operative" for the league. I have his 
"official" credentials as such. 

It is a fact of peculiar interest that although this 
. Velde Committee has made this effort to propitiate the 
international influence centered around the United 
Nations and the White House, no Congressional com- 
mittee has ever even made a pass at Lipschutz and his 
two letterhead propaganda fronts. 

More to the point, T. Coleman Andrews, 'the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, a Democrat, recently 
had the ^\I1 to hold that contributions to the Lipschutz 
league were deductible from taxable income by the 
donors even though the league spent the money for 
espionage on law-abiding American citizens. 
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Two years ago in New York I delivered to a special 
agent of the Internal Revenue photostats of checks 
drawn to the Anti-Nazi League and other authentic 
data proving that the Lipschutz league has been doing 
precisely the same thing for many years. Velde knows 
all about this because he is a veteran agent of the FBI 
and an authority on such rubbish. 

After all, by the efforts of Lipschutz and Sheldon 
the miscalled House Committee on Lobbying under a 
cheap thief named Frank Buchanan, actually procured 
a prison sentence against Edward A. Rumely, of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government, of New- 
York, as punishment for circulating John T. Flynn's 
learned tract against Fabian socialism. Rumely was 
vindicated later by the Supreme Court, but his jeopardy 
was serious nevertheless. 

Meanwhile, however, agents of the Lipschutz league 
corrupted a confidential employe of the Committee for 
Constitutional Government and delivered stolen docu- 
ments to Clinton P. Anderson, of New Mexico, then a 
Congressman, now a Senator, for use in an investigation 

Anderson admitted to m e that stolen material had 
been placed in his possession by a representative of the 
Lipschutz league. The trap was set and sprung* by Sum- 
ner Gerard, a brother of James Gerard, Woodrow Wil- 
son's Ambassador to Germany. 

THE "INVESTIGATION" OF THE "NEO-FASCIST and" 
hate groups," as summarized in his "preliminary 
report," was a washout. 

He got no goods at all and the "preliminary 
report" of the Velde Committee is simply an expensive 
gesture to take the heat off forces which gave rise to 
such counter- forces in the first place. The committee 
makes absolutely no charge against any individual or 
organization of any violation of any law.

Friends who are close enough to know how the cause suffers 
because we do not have funds to meet emergencies and carry through on important projects, remind me that I am the 
one who must ask for support and that the cause is injured when I do not drop everything and concentrate on securing 
money with which to work. I cannot write begging letters each week scaring people of small means into giving money 
they cannot spare. I must trust in sufficient number of people understanding the urgency, knowing that money is ammu- 
nition, and ha ving confidence in my using their money in the best strategy, that they need not be reminded often but 
will send what they can as frequently as possible. The only way I can feel easy is to place myself in the position of

For the first year I used my own money and sent out an enormous amount of papers weekly, each marked free 
copy. I thought this activity would generate sufficient action to dislodge these Marxists from positions of influence 
and I planned on going back into business.

FLUORIDATION POISON 
IN DRINKING WATER 
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Tlie United States Public Health Service and 
the promoters of the fluoridation scheme have 
stepped up their program of adding a poison to 
community water supplies. Reports have readied 
us from all parts of the country and the story 
is quite similar. Of course, there are some areas 
where the drinking water is fluoridated secretly. 
And there are communities in which an in- 
formed individual or group lias been able to 
refute the propaganda of the fluoridationists 
with the result that no action is taken. How- 
ever, the bulk of the cities report that the intro- 
duction of the fluoridation program is clever, 
subtle and deceptive. In most of these cases, 
small items appear in the local papers. Some 
health officer, or an organization makes 'mention 
of the benefits of fluorine in the reduction of 
tooth decay. Occasional articles extol the viitues 
of this scheme, rarely is there publicity given 
the other side. Then, rather inconspicously — 
unless some one is alert enough to recognize the 
danger — the local authorities vote to have 
fluorides added to the water supply. In many 
instances, the citizens do not understand what 
has been put into their water — a basic neces- 
sity — other than "it has something to do with, 
helping your teeth,** 
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Is It Possible To Save Our 
Country From Being Ruled 
By One Of These Marxist 
Systems: Stalin Commu- 
nism or Trotsky 
Communism? 

The main supporters of the Trotskyitcs in the 
United State's are Zionists who appear as op- 
posed to Communism. Jews set up Communism 
in Russia during 1917 (financed mainly from 
New York City) and supported it for 35 years.

These are emphatic words spoken at a crucial 
moment by the head of the Catholic Church. 

While Cliristians recognize the evils which 
have bestirred men to revolt against the cruel, 
hard economic conditions born of un-Christian 
philosophy and economy, nevertheless, good 
Christians cannot collaborate with Communism 
in any of its undertakings. 

Clever Communists recognize this pronounce- 
ment as well as do Cliristians. 

Clever Communists, therefore, cunningly con- 
ceive a new approach to win over to their phi- 
losophy the exploited and innocent Christians. 

In Spain, for example, Communists ceased 
calling themselves Communists. They labeled 
their followers as members of the "Popular 
Front," and the Loyalists. In Italy and Yugo- 
slavia they called themselves P.utisans, and in 
the United States of America it was the New 
Deal.

The fluoridationists resort to the same blanket 
statements, misleading terms, and "proofs". 
Their line of propaganda runs thusly: 

1. The addition of sodium fluoride reduces 
tooth decay about 50 or 60%. 

2. There are no harmful effects as a result of 
fluoridation. 

3. A safe level has been established as to the 
proper concentration of fluorides. 

5. Those who oppose fluoridation are mainly 
"crackpots." 

6. It is extremely inexpensive, costing only 
from 5 to 1-1 cents a year per person. 

In refuting these claims, we will quote mainly 
from the recent Congressional hearings of H.R. 
2341, the bill introduced by Rep. Weir to out- 
law fluoridation. 
Does Sodium Fluoride Reduce Tooth Decay? 

"Brantford, Ontario, adopted fluoridation in 
1944. After 6 years its public health officer re- 
ported (Feb. 1950) a reduction of 31 per cent 
among children of school age requiring dental 
repairs. This report gave a sudden spurt to the 
campaign for public water fluoridation in To- 
ronto. But health officials in Toronto had mean-

about war as the cry of persecution of Jews by 
Germany caused the U. S. to send our manhood 
to Europe and prevented Germany from wiping 
out Communism.

school children s teeth. When the cry for fluori- 
dation became insistent, they announced that 
dental decay .among Toronto's children declined 
45.355 during the same period of years. (State- 
ment of Claude rN. Palmer, Hearings on'H.R. 
2341, p. SO) , 

"Newburgh and Grand .Rapids Fluoridation 
Experiment Stations show statistics which prove 
that by age 17 to IS years, 'fluoridated water 
aggravates dental' decay, so that there is far 
more dental decay evident in those children who 
have used fluoridation water than in thte chil- 
dren who have usecl water without fluoride. 
(Statement o£ Miss Lillian Van De Vere, Hear- 
ings, IX.R. S341,. E age 116) 

Referring to charts based on the data collect- 
ed by Newburgh and Grand Rapids ^researches 
by 1952, after M years oi fluoridation, the fol- 
lowing testimony was given. 'The comparison 
of two sets of bars indicates that in fluoridated 
areas, up to the ages of. 8, to 9, either the detec- 
tion of. decay was more difficult or there was a 
temporary delay in decay. However, the un- 
expected increase in th<rxate of fluoridated decay 
after the,agc/of 9 shows .that most likely by the 
age J.4 or* at the most 16, fluoridated areas will 
have more decayed teeth than nonfluoridated. 
Such* possibility is strengthened by the phenom- 
enon peculiar to fluoridated decay revealed on 
the chart: The number of decayed, filled, or 
missing teeth in fluoridated communities doubt- 
ed every two years, that -is, children of 8 years 
had on the average Vi decayed, filled or miss- 
ing; 2 years later they had twice as many or 3; 
2 years later, when they were 12, the number of 
decayed, filled or missing again double and 
became 6." (Statement of K. K. Paluev, Hear- 
ings on H.R. 2341, p. 174) 

"Let us consider, for instance, the statistics 
given us by tbe observers at Newburgh. It is 
claimed that there lias been a greater reduction 
in tooth decay among the children in Newburgh 
than in the control city of Kingston. However, 
in the overall picture, the total defects in thil- 
dren of school age are 100 per cent greater in 
Newburgh than in the control city, according to 
the 1952 statistics of the Department of Edu- 
cation." (Statement of Anthony J. Romeo, Hear- 
ings on H.R. 2341, p. 241) 

Harmful Effects Of Fluoridation 
Very glibly, the advocates of fluoridation as- 
sure us that there are no dangers associated 
with the amount of sodium fluoride prescribed. 
How honest is this statement? What tests have 
been made to substantiate this claim? Have 
studies been earned out to determine the effect 
of artificial fluoridation on the aged, the sick or 
those with particular allergies? If so, when, 
where and how complete were they? Assuming 
that some sort of check has been made — how 
conclusive could it possibly be inasmuch as we 
know that fluorine has a cumulative action, that 
is, part of it is retained in the body and stores 
up. Who can say that no harm will comedo us 
after continued use of this poison? 

The deception used in connection with this 
scheme is revealed over and over again. They 
constantly repeat the phrase "no harmful ef- 
fects" and yet the Feb. 1952 issue of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association carried an article, "Rela- 
tion of Endemic Dental Fluorisis to Malnutri- 
tion" which said in part: 

"Importance of investigation of nutritional 
status: The data from this and other investiga- 
tions suggest that malnourished infants and 
children, especially if deficient in calcium in- 
take, may suffer from the effects of water con- 
taining fluorine while healthy cluldren would 
remain uneffected." 

"... Thus low levels of fluoride ingestion 
which are generally considered to be safe for the 
general population may not be safe for malnour- 
ished infants and children." (Statement of Vin- 
cent A. Kleinfeld, Hearings on H.R. 2341^.42— 
Emphasis ours. . . . Ed.)

In 2 months, thousand^ were 
covered with leprosylike sores. Now, §18,000 
worth of fluorides arc for sale, also the machin- 
* ery." (Statement of Dr.* Q. T. Belts, Hearings 
on H.R. 2341, p. 91) 



In a letter to Mr. Roby C. Day, May 15, 1954, 
Dr. George Heard, for many years a dentist in 
Hereford, Tex., stated: 

"I believe that fluorine does, m a mild way, 
retard caries, but I also believe that the damage 
it does is far greater than any good it may ap- 
pear to accomplish. It even makes the teeth so 
brittle and crumbly, they can be treated only 
with difficulty, if at all. It is hellish and un- 
American to put poison in city water supplies 
and force citizens to drink it. I sincerely hope 
that at least some of your dentists are cooper- 
ating with you in getting the truth about tooth 
decay over , to your citizens." (Statement by Mrs. 
Hugo Franzen, Hearings on H.R. 2341, p. 9o) 

Experiments on white rats (and humans are 
more susceptible to fluorides than rats) lasting 
up to 9 months, and using fluoridated water 
containing 10 parts per million, 5 parts per 
million, and 1 part per million (the latter pre- 
scribed as the "safe level") showed the following 
results in all dilutions: 

"Experiment 1. Onset of arteriosclerosis was 
hastened by ingestion of sodium fluoride; bloou- 
clotting time was prolonged. lwrtta ,i 

Experiment 2. Cancer growth was acceleratecl 
by ingestion of sodium fluoride." (Statement of 
Miss L. Van De Vere, Hearings, H.R. 2341, 

P * "Fluorine is a nerve poison. It effects the 
nervous system: its vegetative section which 
supplies the inner organs of the body ana the 
endocrine glands, as well as its central and 
peripheral-sections— that is to say, the brain, 
the spinal cord, and the peripheral nerves. The 
long-continued daily ingestion of at least 1 mil- 
ligram of fluorine, equivalent to 1 liter of drtnlc- 
in<* water with a concentration of 1 part per 
mTllion a day, is sufficient to cause the first evi- 
dence of chronic fluorine poisoning. (State- 
ment of Dr. Leo Spira, Hearings on H.R. 2341, 
p. 185) Emphasis added. 

Space does not permit further reference to the many 
reports from medical men, scientists and re^rchers re- 
garding the effects of fluorides on the body Hew^er, 
the subject of dental fluorisis, or mottling of tooth 
enamel, should be included at this time. On tins point, 
die fluoridation's insist that with the concentra .on 
recommended there is very little mottling what ^here 
is can hardly be seen and if anything, it makes the 
teeth more attractivel Mottling of the enamel vanes front 
white, chalky spots to actual pitting The f™g'-««J- 
f erred to as moderate. However, describing fluorotts, 
the Journal of the American Medical Association, Oct. 
17 1936 p 1269 states that the chalky appearance in 
many instances later takes on a characteristic brown 
stain, the frequency of the brown Main increasing with 
ace". Thus, the moderate mottling occurring in from 1U 
to 20% of the children drinking the "prescribed amount 
of fluoridated water as acknowledged and ^ minimized by 
the iluoridationists in many cases will develop into a 
severe disfiguring of the tooth enamel in later jcarsl 
According to dental reports, these brown stains are un- 
removable. _ t(r . ,. , 
Dr. F. B. Exner has stated: I have personally 
seen teeth that developed in Denver, using 
water with one part per million of fluoride, that 
were stained. The front teeth were mottled with 
brown, and it was obvious at first glance from 
across the room." (H.R. 2341, p. 68) 
Is There A Safe Level of 
Fluoride Concentration? 
- Medicines, pills and tablets are, for the most 
part, prescribed and taken on an individual 
basis. Naturally, there are several medicines on 
the market available without a prescription. But 
the purchase and use of such remains a matter 
of choice. A medication helpful to one person 
may be totally ineffective when used by another. 
By the same token, we would not give an adult 
medicine to an infant, nor would we force cer- 
tain medications on one suffering from an al- 
lergy, heart disease or nephritis. A doctor may 
have a dozen poUents suffering from the same 
ailment and yet prescribe either different reme- 
dies or different amounts of the same medicine. 
The doctor realizes that each patient is an in- 
dividual; each having dissimilar susceptibilities, 
resistances, and needs. 



Therefore, when a dose of rat poison is prescribed as 
being safe for each and every person, regardless of ago 
or physical condition, one cannot help but view this 
program with alarm. There are far too many factors 
involved regarding variance in fluoride consumption, 
individual bodily reaction to fluorides, and the difficulty 
in maintaining "proper" fluoride concentration in the 
water supplies. Who can ascertain the total fluoride 
ingested by an individual? A person who drinks a large 
amount of water and, in addition eats foods containing 
fluoride — especially if they are boiled in fluoridated 
water would most certainly be taking a great deal into 
his system. "Water containing 1 part per million, after 
boiling may contain as much as 35 parts per million or 
more of fluorides." (Hearings, H.R. 2341, p. 110) 

The problem of individual susceptibility has 
apparently been completely ignored by the 
proponents of fluoridation. But the possible 
dangers involved are many and cannot be by- 



passed. A completely healthy person may be ex- 
pected to have an entirely different reaction to 
fluorides than would one who is suffering from 
a particular disease. Also, t|iere may be a vari- 
ance in the individual ability to store up or 
excrete this poison. . 

The following statement from Claude M. 
Palmer reveals -the inability to maintain the 
"safe" fluoride concentration: f 

"In Charlotte, H N. G. . . . one ofjtour larger 
fluoridated communities, montldy analyses of 
fluorine concentration at the city water plant 
between September 1949 and August 1950 
showed variations from 14 per cent above to 3o 
per cent below the prescribed amount, an over- 
all spread of 48 per cent." 

"This 4S per cent variation at the water plant 
might not be highly significant, if it wene not 
for the fact that tlirce other montldy tests of the 
same water drawnjfrom the same source showed 
as great or greater" variations in fluorine con- 
tent, seldom agreeing with each other or with 
the water plant's analyses. Samples analyzed by 
the city health department showed a difference 
of 51 per cent betyfeen maximum and minimum 
concentrations. TligCharlotte water district tests 
showed variations of 53 per cent during the 12 
month period. Tests at a military post which 
draws its water from the Charlotte system 
showed a difference of 51 per cent between 
maximum and minimum fluorine concentrations. 
While the latter percentage coincides with that 
of the city waterworks, it is significant that in 
no month of the 12 were all 4 tests in complete 
agreement as to thg. fluorine content of their 
individual samples.'^ 

"If it were true, as promoters of fluoridation 
assert, that mixing /and metering equipment 
used to combine fluorides with water are infal- 
lible, there would bejonly one reason why water 
enters the city mains with one concentration 
and leaves them a few miles away with a higher 
or lower concentration. This reason would be 
that part of the fluoride is deposited somewhere 
along the line. While "there are indications that 
this is true to some extent, there is good evi- 
dence that certain amounts of fluoride remain 
in the mixing device, temporarily at least." (H.R. 
2341, p. 31) 

Hazardous, to say the least, inasmuch as 
sodium fluoride is highly poisonous, 15 times 
stronger than arsenic! 

How Reputable Arc The Opponents 
Of Fluoridation? 
To minimize the effectiveness of the oppo- 
nents of fluoridation, and to eliminate the nec- 
essitv of answering the charges of the opposition, 
the 'fluoridationisls attempt to categorize all 
those opposed to the plan as "crackpots." The 
old routine — if you can't answer a man's argu- 
ment, discredit him. The fact is, those who are 
fighting fluoridation include doctors, dentists, 
scientists, researchers, chemists and others con- 
nected with matters of health and nutritution. 

Dr. Max Ginns, during the hearings of H.R. 
2341 (pp. 191-2) introduced a petition opposing 
fluoridation that had been signed by 119 den- 
tists from Worcester, Mass. The day before his 
testimony, Dr. Ginns stated that he had received 
a special delivery letter including the names of 
10 physicians who wished their names added to 
the petition. 

One might logically raise the question ot why 
there are not more dentists publicly opposing 
fluoridation. Undoubtedly, there are many who 
have not done any extensive investigation of this 
controversy. There is another aspect, however, 
that is significant and casts a new light on the 
subject. Section 20 of the code of ethics of the 
American Dental Association prevents opposi- 
tion — or, at best, makes it extremely difficult. 

It reads as follows: 

"Sec. 20. EDUCATION OF THE PUBLIC — A 
dentist may properly participate in a program for the 
education of the public on matters pertaining to den- 
tistry provided such a program Is in keeping with Hie 
dignity of the profession and lias the approval of the 
dentists of a community or State acting through the 
appropriate agency of the dental society. 

So we must conclude that if a State Dental Society 
has gone on record in favor of fluoridation, a dentist 
may not properly participate in a program opposing 



To cite an c\amplc, let us look at the statement of 
Mrs. Hugo Franzen (Hearings, H.R. 2341, p.9o06). A 
portion of her statement follows:

Perhaps the most effective weapon at the dis- 
posal of Jewish nationalists in their campaign to 
negate Christian- American culture and civiliza- 
tion is "tolerance" and "brotherhood" propa- 
ganda.

How Expensive Is Fluoridation?

( throwaway s ) were advertising a rally (na^e unknown) which 
was to be.held at the Polish National Hoirfe, 111 First Street, 
Elizabeth/^. J., on 6/26/55 at 3:00 P. M. RUBIN further 
stated that the leaflets had claimed that CONDE MC GINNLEY" 
was to be the principal speaker* The leaflets also indicated 
that another speaker (name unknown) was a former Communist 
and an ex-Agent of the Soviets* 

RUBIN advised that the Jewish War Veterans sent 
one of its members to attend the rally on Sunday, 6/26/55»

On August iL5, 19 55 > PATRICK MC GAHN, 2700 Atlantic 
Avenue, Atlantic c iJcy» N. J., a recent Bureau Special Agent 
applicant, made available to the writer a copy of an anti- 
Semitic sheet indicating "The coming Red dictatorship", 
published by "Common Sense", 530 Chestnut St., Union, New 
Jersey. Inasmuch as numerous copies of this sheet are in 
possession of the Newark Office, this copy is being destroyed. 

MC GAHN advised that on August lf>, 1955* an unknown 
white male, aged lj.8, 5»11 B , who weighed 165 lbs., had thick, 
white, bushy hair with a receding hairline and wore rimmed 
glasses, had huge teeth, a large nose and a perpetual grin, 
came into MC GAHN»s tavern at that address and after having 
a drink, reached in his pocket and gave the sheet to MC GAHN 
as he said, "Here. You'll understand this." and then walked 
out of the tavern. MC GAHN stated that the man wore a gray 
suit which was mussed and impressed. He wore a white shirt, 
a tie and needed a shave. He had a foreign accent.

^4. ™ SULLIVAN stated that Chief MATHIS of the Atlantic 
ntlT ?? department received the envelope with "The American 
Nationalist" enclosed therein through the mails and the 
identity of the sender was unknown. SULLIVAN could name 
no suspect who might have had access to Police Department 
stationery inasmuch as the stationery is available to almost 
all police personnel. 

"Thel American Nationalist" and the envelope are 
being retained as evidence in the instant file.

This refers .to your memorandum of March 20, 1956, with which 
you enclosed one photostat each of the December 19$$, January 1956 
and February 1956 Issues of the "Williams Intelligence Summary," 
as well as one photostat of a subscription form for this publi- 
cation. You referred to a prior exchange of memoranda regarding 
the writings of Robert H. Williams, publisher of these issues, 
and you again requested to be advised whether such material 
constitutes any violation of a Federal statute under which the 
Bureau has jurisdiction* 

A review of the Department file in this matter reflects that 
by memorandum dated September 20, 1951, you were advised that while 
the writings of Williams submitted for consideration at that time 
were of a vitriolic, anti-Semitic character, the language did not 
appear to be directed specifically to the armed forces or to counsel 
insubordination, mutiny, disloyalty or refusal of duty by any member 
thereof in violation of 18 USC 2387* 

From a review of the issues of "Williams Intelligence Summary" 
transmitted with your memorandum of March 20, and from reviews of 
past issues submitted through other sources, the, general tenor of 
the publication does not appear to have deviated from its apparent 
pattern of anti-Semitism purveyed under the guise of fighting 
Communism. Despite the reprehensible nature of the pamphlets sub- 
mitted, it is not believed the writings can be construed as being 
violative of any Federal statute* 

For you? information, this Division regularly receives for 
consideration printed matter of a similar nature which has been 
disseminated to private citisens, to members of Congress and other 
branches of the Government and to leaders in various national 
organisations. While such publications generally fall within the 
protection of the First Amendment to the Constitution guaranteeing 
freedom of speech and of the press, each issue of the publication 
is reviewed upon submission to determirie~whether the expressions 
contained therein may be in contravention of a Federal statute. 
As you are aware, these "hatemonger" publications maligning racial

and religious, minority groups, tinder the veil of promoting the 
general welfare of the United States and world-wide peace, are 
couched in carefully phrased language, 

Generally, the language of the printed matter disseminated by 
these in&viduals is not of a nature which on its face can be 
construed as bringing about or attempting to cause the acts pro- 
hibited by the peacetime sedition statute, 16 USO 2387, or the 
wartime sedition statute, 18 USO 2388. Further, under Section 238J 
it is -necessaxy to prove a specific intent to interfere with, iir$>air 
or influence the loyalty* morale, or discipline of the military or 
naval forqes of the United States and Section 2388 also requires 
wilful intent 'to do the acts proscribed by that section* As stated 
in Dunne; v. United States, 138 F,2d 137, cert, den. 320 US 790, which 
msH??osecuted under the peacetime sedition statute, "Intent is the 
cardinal characteristic vehicle which is necessary to carry any and 
all interdicted expressions across the boundary line into crime , !t 

In the leading and most recent case on the subject, Hartgel v. 
United States; 3522 US 680 (l?UU)t reversed for lack of specific 
proof of requisite intent, the petitioners were charged with having 
violated Section 3 of the. Espionage AcV of 1917 (now 18 USO 2388), 
through the publication and distribution of certain articles in 
which* iii substance* they depicted the war as a gross betrayal of 
America^ denounced our British allies and the Jews, assailed in 
reckless terms the integrity and patriotism of the President of 
the Urdtdd States, and urged an internal war of race against race. 
Siaee the langaage of the Stipremo Court in this case regarding 
intfcnt is equally applicable to the type of publication here under 
consideration, pertinent portions of the opinion are being quoted 
in detail* 

There id nothing on the face of the three 
paiitpl^teta in question to indicate that petitioner 
intended specifically to cause insubordination,, 
disiegmity^ mutiny or refusal of duty in the 
milite?^ forces or to obstruct the recruiting 
and Enlistment service, No direct or affirmative 
appeals are made to that effect and no mention is 
mad* of wilitaiy personnel or of persons registered 
under* the Selective Training and Service Act, They 
oout&in* instead, vicious and unreasoning attacks 
on one of our milAtaxy allies, flagrant appeals to 
false and sinister racial theories and gross libels 
of tfe.6 President, Few ideas are mbre odious to the 
majority of the American people or more destructive 
of national unity in time of war. But while such 
inLqtxitous docrfci&nee may be used under certain circum- 
stances as vehicles for the purposeful undermining 
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of the morale and loyalty of the armed forces and those 
persons of draft age f they cannot by themselves be 
taken as proof beyond a reasonable doubt that petitioner 
had the narrow intent requisite to a violation of this 
statute, 

# # ■* 
# * * our enemies have developed psychological war- 
fare to a high degree in an effort to cause unrest 
and disloyalty. Huch of this type of warfare takes the 
form of insidious propaganda in the manner and tenor 
displayed by petitioner^ three pamphlets. Crude 
appeals to overthrow the government or to discard 
our arms in open mutiny are seldom made. Emphasis 
is laid, rather, on such matters as the futility of 
our war aims, the vices of our allies and the inade- 
quacy of our leader ship* But the mere fact that such 
ideas are enunciated by a citizen is not enough by 
itself to warrant a finding of a criminal intent to 
violate §3 of the Espionage Act* Unless there is suffi- 
cient evidence from which a jury could infer beyond a 
reasonable doubt that he intended to bring about the 
specific consequences prohibited by the Act, an 
American citisen has the right to discuss these matters 
either by temperate reasoning or by immoderate and 
vicious irxvective without running afoul of the 
Espionage Act of 1917 ♦ Such evidence was not present 
in this case*

Another element which must be proved under these statutes is 
the existence of a clear and present danger, as enunciated by the 
Supreme Court in Schnenck v. Dnited States* 2h9 V*S m Itf, $2, as 
follows t 



* * * But the character of every act depends upon 
the circumstances in which it is done. The most 
stringent protection of free speech would not protect 
a man, in falsely shouting fire in a theatre and 
causing a panic. . ♦ The question in every case is 
whether the words used are used in such circumstances 
and are of such a nature as to create a clear and 
present danger that they will bring about the 
substantive evils that Congress has a right to prevent. 

The language of such publications is also reviewed in light of 
that section of the Smith Act (18 USC 238?) which makes it an offense 
to publish, distribute or circulate any written or printed matter 



advocating, advising, or teaching the duty, necessity, desirability 
or propriety of overthrowing or destroying any government in the 
United States by force and violence. Further, the publications are 
examined to determine whether the material contains any matter 
advocating or urging treason, insurrection or forcible resistance 
to any law of the United States and is, therefore, non-mailable 
under the provisions of 18 USC 1717. 

In view of the above, there does not appear to be any criminal 
action which can be taken at this time relative to the dissemination 
of issues of "Williams Intelligence Summary" similar to the writings 
which have been submitted. Any future issues which reflect a deviation 
from the past tenor or reflect specific language of a questionable 
nature should, of course, be transmitted to this Division for review. 
The natter has been discussed in detail In order that the Bureau may 
have the benefit of the consideration which is being given the problem 
of the distribution of po~fealled hate publications.

The report indicates the 
publication has a fluctuating circulation of between 30,000 
and 1C0, 600 copies. 

In the HCUA report, "Common Sense" is described as 
a "hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic 
hate propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committee." 
According to the report * "Common Sense" depicts Communism as 
"Judaism" and devotes its. pages almost exclusively to attacks 
on the Jewish, and to a lesser extent, the Negro minorities in 
our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi Regime in Germany 
is also injected into this propaganda. 

Newark does not have a copy of the House Committee 
Report of 12/17/54 but suggests that a copy of this report 
might be obtained by Mr. KING either by his local depository 
library or by writing to the 9.S* Department of Documents.

ABOUT RACE MIXING— THE HARD 
WAY

Mr. RARICK. Mr. Speaker, it has 
been some 4 months ago that I called to 
the attention of the House the most re- 
cent of the classical Putnam letters — 
this one addressed to the current occu- 
pant of the White House, President 
Nixon. 

Neither a doctrine of fairness nor any 
standard of honesty in reporting applies 
to the news trust — which controls and 
pollutes our news. 

When a distinguished American, re- 
nowned as a scientist, an attorney, a 
scholar, and an author, is compelled to 
huy full page advertisements in the lead- 
ing daily newspapers to break through 
the curtain of silence and tell the Ameri- 
can people the truth, it should concern all 
of us. When some of the leading liberal 
papers refuse to sell advertising space 
to tell their readers the truth, only be- 
cause the truth does not agree with their 
own propaganda campaigns, it should 
begin to alarm all of us. This is the sit- 
uation faced by Mr. Putnam in his one 
man quest for national sanity. 

The American people are awakening. 
They have disliked for some time the 
activities of the "limousine liberals," but 
they were successfully deceived into be- 
lieving that they were alone in their fail- 
ure to appreciate all of the integration 
benefits forced ,on them from the left. 
Now they know that they are not alone — 
that they are the large and powerful 
majority in this land, and they are 
speaking out in tones which are unmis- 
takable despite being smeared by the 
"Communist-coined trigger word, "racist." 
As Americans have personal contacts 
with the racial subculture of the Negro, 
they can no longer be deceived by the 
propagandists. Nor can they any longer 
be convinced that it is somehow the 
fault of white America that the mem- 
bers of the Negro subculture behave as 
badly as they do. 

In increasing numbers people are 
learning from their own sad experience 
the truth of the old adage that you can't 
make "a silk purse out of a sow's ear — 
even by education, environment, or 
manipulated statistics. Americans who 
have known the facts for a long time, 
are now discovering that there are oth- 
ers, thoroughly respectable, who know 
the same facts. 

I include in my remarks the letter re- 
ceived by Mr. Putnam from an obviously 
unbrainwashed American, and com- 
mend it to the careful perusal of our 
colleagues and of all other Americans 
who have not yet been exposed to the 
first hand experiences of its very experi- 
enced author. The letter follows: 

February 21, 1970. 
Mr. Cari/eton Putnam, 
37uj Putnam Committee, 
Washington, B.C. 

Dear Mr. Putnam: Referring to your full 
page advertisement In the Chicago Tribune 
for 12 February 1970, I feel It worth, while to 
tell you. for whatever use you might want to 
make of it, the experiences I had. while liv- 
ing in Chicago which have made me what 
the "liberals" like to call a "bigoted racist." 
Ten years ago I was a firm believer in 
racial cqxtality. I was an "integrationist" "to 
the extent that I believed every man of what- 
ever color shoxild rise or fall according to his 
own ability. I lived In Chicago then, in a 
very nice area of white people, good homes 
and handsome apartment buildings within 
half a mile of an area "liberals" like to call a 
gbetto, botb misunderstanding and misusing 



that term. When blacks began moving into 
the neighborhood, I had no desire to leave 
for that reason. 

Six months later, the nice buildings were 
wrecks, the white people were gone and the 
area a social and physical shambles. Noise 
(24 hours a day) , filth and garbage, Immoral- 
ity and crime were rampant, and white skins 
became the target of a malicious, blatant, 
organised black racism. When it became 
totally unsafe for whites to be in the neigh- 
borhood because of roving gangs of vicious 
killers, I moved my family to another area 
two miles distant. 

Again, it was an excellent neighborhood, 
with handsome single-family homes in the 
$60,000 to $75,000 class (near the South 
Shore Country Club) and dotted with luxury 
apartment buildings, some of which were 
high rise skyscrapers. There I lived through 
precisely the same experiences I had had a 
short time previously, like seeing a movie a 
second time. Once again, the black tide came, 
spawning evil, filth, immorality and crime; 
once again, the roving gangs of black killers 
and vandals made the nights hideoxis with 
screams, yells, catcalls and smashing glass, 
and the days nearly as bad. I saw more than 
once blacks copulating in public, scarcely 
hidden behind hedges, standing in doorways. 
In cars parked along the curb', like animals 
in their Indifference to public decency. I saw 
with my own eyes muggings and the stripping 
of autos; I saw vandalism that deserved 
shooting on the spot. I saw theft in grocery 
stores. I found piles of human feces in the 
foyer of our building, without toilet paper, 
and our janitor told me that this was a com- 
mon occurrence wherever negroes lived In 
apartment buildings. In our three-story 
building, containing 120 apartments, it was 
a nightly occurrence to hear men (presum- 
ably, although It could well have been 
women) urinating from upper windows and 
daylight would reveal dripping, reeking'stains 
down the walls in many places. Screaming 
sex orgies were a common occurrence In the 
apartment across the hall, with bloody fights 
and crashing glass and splintered furniture. 
Again, It became impossible to live amongst 
these filth ophlles — they like It that way! Not 
once did I ever see black people attempting 
to clean up their environment; all I ever 
saw was black people dtimping their garbage 
out of windows, breaking every glass bottle 
they saw, throwing old furniture into the 
street gutters, stuffing rags Into broken win- 
dows and casting plastic containers and old 
papers to the four winds. They will have it 
no other way. Give these animals paradise, 
■and in a month it will be a jungle fit only for 
animals. 

Knowing by then" that In due time we 
would be leaving Chicago permanently for 
New Mexico, b\it at some time then still -un- 
determined, I moved a third time three miles 
further south, again to a decent neighbor- 
hood. Once again, for the third time, I en- 
dured the same scenario, line for line, cxie 
for cue. I left Chicago finally, after ten years 
among the blacks, with a profound racial 
prejudice arising out of personal experience. 
The blacks had caused me to dislike them 
beyond all measure. For whatever it might 
be worth in this context, I would have ex- 
actly and precisely the same reaction to white 
people who acted, and behaved as the black 
people did. 

I came from a background of white poverty 
every bit as pervasive and humiliating as 
that of a black slum, but instead of turning 
to crime — like -uncounted thousands of 
other white youth during the depression — I 
worked, and I worked hard, for the social 
respect I wanted and expected. I didn't go 
around whining, with my dirty hands out- 
stretched for alms and charity, and neither 
I nor my neighbors In poverty ever turned to 
violence as an answer to our poverty. If we 
wanted something, we either worked for It, 
or did without it, and our standard of living 
then was In every respect Less than the 
standard of living now enjoyed by 95% of 
the black people in America today. Even'in 
the midst of grinding poverty of Appalachia 
In the 1930*s, my home and the homes of our 
white neighbors were clean. We lived decently 
amongst our neighbors, as our neighbors did. 
We tried mightily, and successfully, to "be 
good citizens and good people. There was in 
our community no filth, no public immoral- 
ity, no bastard children from the whores, no 
great neighborhood noise and racket, no 
gangs of sadistic killers and certainly no 
physical danger to ovir persons or our prop- 
erty. We slept with open doors in perfect 
safety. 



Now your critics come along, moxithing 
the myth that the heavy black population 
of our cities is the victim of conditions ther.e, 
not necessarily the cause of those conditions. 
They are wrong, as are all of those who spoilt 
this fallacious legend. They are 100%, utterly, 
completely, wholly, entirely, absolutely, mas- 
sively wrong. They do not know what they 
are talking about, and if they were to under- 
go the experiences nearly all whites have had 
trying to accept a way of life that Is not 
acceptable, they would not write what they 
have written, or anything like it. They would, 
be writing what I am writing, whether they 
believe they would or not. 

Black people may have lived among white 
people for generations, but the white ethos 
does not rub off on the blacks, any more 
than the black color rubs off on the whites. 
Black people whine, rant and rebel because 
white people don't like them, and will not 
accept them, yet blacks are unwilling or 
unable to behave themselves in such a way 
that white prej\idice will be overcome by 
respect. These people want handed to them 
on a silver platter, without the condition 
of personal responsibility, what white peo- 
ple have worked hard for, for generations 
themselves. The black people riot, loot 
burn and kill because for 300 years, they 
whine, they have been "repressed'' and "op- 
pressed" by the white "establishment.'* The 
black males weep "tears" -the size of golf 
balls because, they slobber, they have been 
"deprived'* of their masculinity — they would 
eagerly and cheerfully destroy the "estab- 
lishment" that has cared for them, their 
prostitutes and bastards since the black man 
has been on this continent. They would 
destroy this- nation, cheerfully, in a racist 
holocaust the like of which white people 
would never even dream of. Among them 
rise organizations like the vicious black 
panthers, dedicated to overthrowing this 
nation by force, and when these liver- 
lipped bastards are called to account by 
law and order, they whine "genocide," as 
if, for them, It wouldn't be a good thing. 
All the white racism in the United States 
put together can not surpass or even equal 
the Insane racism of the blacks. The jungle 
and Its first law of nature is just under the 
black skin, even on the likes of senators, 
supreme court justices and "leaders" of the 
blacks. 

"When your critics write that blacks are 
not the cause of their social conditions, 
they obviously write without experience or 
knowledge on the subject. They are but re- 
peating the myth so assiduously cultivated 
by the "liberals,'' who wrongly consider that 
because black people are in some ways phy- 
sically like white people, there is no other 
difference than skin color. This is not only 
specious, but stupid. There Is a difference, 
a profound, fundamental difference. Inti- 
mate contact with black people, in a black 
environment, would show these liberals those 
differences starkly and quickly. To perpetu- 
ate this lunacy of "equality" is to drive 
further Into the heart of this nation the 
stake of racial conflict. Only when it is un- 
derstood and accepted as fact that there are 
basic and fundamental differences between 
the two races will there ever be any kind of 
social tranquility again. The folly of "eqxial- 
ity" Is the tocsin of doom for America; how 
anyone can review what has happened since 
1960 and not see that conclusion is incred- 
ible. How responsible journalists can en- 
courage and perpetuate the monstrous no- 
tion that the black community is not respon- 
sible for Its own condition is unbelievable. 
Instead of telling these people that white 
racism Is the reason for black conditions, 
why not tell them that personal responsi- 
bility and public decency will go a lot far- 
ther towards social "equality" that rioting, 
crime and lawlessness. Why not tell black 
people" that white people everywhere are 
(or ought to be) fed up to the eyeballs with 
loudmouth revolutionaries screaming ob- 
scenities and gangs of ruthless killers roam- 
ing the streets of cities at night. Why not, 
for just once, just plainly tell the black 
people that the best — If not the only — way 
to get the respect of white people Is to 
earn it, by behaving like decent people In- 
stead of jungle animals. 

It Is not always the white who criticizes 
the black who is the bigot; to hold black 
people blameless for their own social filth 
and personal misbehavior Is also bigotry, 
and every bit as bad if not worse.

old fella that first contacted me, with rererence to holding a Reorganization Meeting. This was 
the guy that turned out to be working with Army Intelligence * It came out at the meeting that 
Tom Steward had an open door into the o3.d Headquarters at Norbome , and was able to bring out 
an awful lot of inside information about what was really going on there There are Just too many 
points that came up at that meeting, and have come up s&nce then that comfirm even more^ strongly 
what I have felt about Bob Depugh for several years, I have felt that there was a chance that 
Bob had connections, or was operating with the Army Intelligence Department for "many year S o But 
it was always a -very elucive feeling, that I could never quite pin down to specific facts* And 
since his "Capture" there have been so many things that have come up that I am even more sure 
that I was rig ht, than I have ever been before c

Defense Fund, in Palatine, HI, This was started when Bob 'was still in the picture. 

Another thing, if you can get the word out to any and all people that you might know anywhere 
in the country, try to find out EXACTLY where Bob is in Prison at. And when you find out try to 
the authendication behind the information. If we are able to find out, and get it into the 0.T,- 
we must be able to prove where we got the information. There cannot be aby chances taken with 
a charge of slander, false Info, or something else, I am sure you will understand,"

You are right about us having a lot to say about what goes on in the NJF. That is one 
reason why I recommend the organization as I know that it is a straight outfit. We 
have been quiet, but very active in setting up the organizational structure so we can 
launch out on full scale activities . I know that from your position it looks like we 
have done next to nothing, but I can assure you that this is not the case. AVG is about 
ready to step up operations and give the reds some of their own medicine. 

You will play a most important part of our operations as you will be responsible for 
several activities. ■ However, it is absolutely necessary that you and I have a personal 
meeting so I can fill you in completely on what^V'e have in the way of front organizations, 
plans, abilities and intentions. This cannot be accomplished through the mail, telephone 
or tapes, as' the security surrounding these plans is tight. If what AVG has accomplished 
were to slip out it could ruin three years hard work. That is why I must pass this 
information on to you in person.

(Front Organiza tions) 

Front organizations form an integral part of all modern guerrilla movements. The roll they play is most 
vital, but scarcely understood by the average American. Because of the nature of today's guerrilla campaign 
against us, it is important that we have a complete appreciation of the functions of front organizations and 
the difficulties encountered in establishing them. 

The purpose of a front organization is to support the broad strategy of the parent group and to achieve 
specific objectives which the initial organization is unable to accomplish. Sometimes this is done surrepti- 
tiously, yet at other times it is accomplished rather openly. In America for instance, where the Communist 
Party is not outlawed, communist front groups function more or less openly. Which is to say that most 
communist front organizations in the U.S. don't try to hide the ideological and political similarities between 
themselves. In a country where the communist party is outlawed, the front organization would naturally 
operate clandestinely. 

In countries where little effort is put forth to cover the connection between front and parent organization' 
the considerations then for even establishing the "front" are quite complex. 

While there might be ideological and political similarities between divergent groups, it is generally impossible 
to squeeze these groups into a common organization. Human ego, personal gain interests and the ambitious 
nature of those involved in the general movement are prime considerations for establishing the front organi- 
zation. The final, but one of the most important considerations for establishing the front organizations, is 
that in a movement we often find small groups and individuals with leadership abilities who would not sup- 
port one or two facets of the movement. 

For example: many women are not pro-communist, nor would they ever think of giving any kind of direct 
support to the communist cause. Yet, at the same time they don't want their sons to fight or die in Vietnam. 
So, they join one of the various "peace" groups, which of course are communist fronts. 

The communist strategy of duping others to actively support specific segments of their cause through front 
organizations is well known to us. Non-communists are often times able to complete essential phases of the 
communist strategy and reach important objectives that the Communist Party would have been unable to 
accomplish by direct means. 



Front organizations usually exist on a temporary basis, and during their life span deal with specific issues. 
While most front organizations come and rJftes the situation"demands, the organizen^feiders and strategists 
remain, and reappear each time a new orga'Mfcion is established. The name of the orPfization may change, 
the cause -may be of. a different nature and the general membership may be new, but the senior echelon of 
command never changes. 

For example: Prior to June 1941, when Hitler invaded Russia, communist peace groups flurrished in the 
United States. World War II was branded as imperialist until the invasion of the Soviet Union, and there- 
upon became a "peoples war against fascism"! The situation change demanded it, so throughout the war 
there were no active peace groups. The two most important peace groups functioning prior to Hitler's in- 
vasion of Russia were the American Peace Crusade and the American Peace Mobilization. The situation 
changed again when hostilities erupted in Korea and these two peace fronts were qufckly reactivated. The 
name- of the organization was changed slightly (Southern California Peace Crusade) and it continued its 
activities until July 1956. From 1956 until the activation of the Peace Action Council (PAC) the commun- 
ist peace movement underwent several name changes but maintained essentially the same leadership. 

The organizational structure of a "front system" is not a simple mechanism. There exists an intricate rela- 
tionship between the various front groups and the complete front system. A framework of a specific field. 
There are several front -systems functioning within the U.S. today; in the political field, the legal, educa- 
tional and so on. As a rule, each front system is headed by one or two main front organizations who coordi- 
nate the general activities of the various subordinate groups within their system. In turn, the lead organiza- 
tions of a front system coordinate with the upper echelons of other front systems. 

The Peace Action Council is a major communist front organization. PAC rests at the head of the "peace 
front system". PAC was formally activated in 1967 and initially it carried 21 affiliated front groups to form 
the peace movement or peace front system. By 1969 PAC had grown to 77 affiliated groups 

In order to maintain control and to guard against the possibility of one of the subordinate organizations go- 
ing off on a tangent, the Peace Action Council established an Executive Board composed of members 
elected from the initial 21 affiliated groups. The following organizations were thus allowed to elect from 
their ranks representatives to sit on the PAC Executive Board in the number indicated:

This represents in part the front system of the peace movement on the revolutionary left. This same basic 
principal is repeated in other fields such as our educational system, in the legal profession, in politics, in 
business and in the militant revolutionary element. And in each field the front system functions independ- 
ently but coordinate with and supports other systems in other fields. 

This labyrinth of individual groups and organizations, often supported by persons highly placed in politics, 
the entertainment world and industry, and "coincidently"dovetailing with basic philosophies and goals of 
other groups in divergent fields, projects the image of a movement, or even a conspiracy.

Expressed in military terms, the intertwjjfc^ of organizational activities is guerrili^'arfare at its finest. A 
g-roup o.f various front systems in themsel^Fcould do little to overthrow the UniteS^ates if it were not for 
the support, of unorganized segments of the population. As previously mentioned, the idealists, who become 
dupes for the communists are indispensable in carrying out the revolutionists schemes. Public apathy, their 
worship of materialism, sex and week-end barbecues make almost formal allies of the communist guerrilla 
forces in the U.S. Non-communist but corrupt politicians, status-seeking and security-minded persons in in- 
dustry, the news media and education also form the unorganized support cadres. 

Even the moderate right-wing supports the communist guerrilla forces by attempting to play the game by 
rules while the red doesn't. The hard-core right is aware of these conditions and complains bitterly about 
them; never realizing that the communist revolutionary has merely taken these negative aspects of human 
character and turned them to his own advantage. Some serious in-depth thought by the right-wing would 
lead them to the conclusion that their mission is not to change these characteristics as they so vainly have 
been trying to do over the past two decades, but in the same fashion but for a different cause use these de- 
ficiencies in support of a counter-guerrilla movement. 

Perhaps the only peculiarity shared by some segments of the general population and firmly entrenched 
within certain elements of the right-wing that cannot be turned to our advantage is the "inevitability" syn- 
drome. Those in the right-wing who share this defeatist attitude are among the greatist liabilities the serious 
anti-communist has. 

There have been few bona-fide attempts on the right to initiate a counter-guerrilla offensive via the means of 
front systems. What few groups that have attempted to establish functional front organizations found the 
task more difficult and demanding than they thought. It is not only difficult to gather capable leadership for 
the front groups, but coordinating their activities can prove so complex so as to give an aspirin a headache. 
However, these problems can be handled by some organizations quite well. But beyond this point they seem 
to break down in ability. That is, the most important problem of maintaining control over these groups and 
keeping security goes beyond virtually ail anti-communist groups in existence today. 

Control over a front organization is not a simple matter, and the methods used to this purpose are critical 
to effective functioning. Improperly applied methods of control results in negative effectiveness or total 
loss of the front organization. Some organizations try to control all or most of the funds that come into 
their front groups. This is done for one of three reasons. 1 . Personal gain interests within the leadership of 
the parent organization. 2. As a means of keeping the front group in check so it won't outgrow the parent 
organization in power or influence. 3. To maintain tight authority over the activities of the front organi- 
zation. 

Strict control of funds will not, in the long run, produce a viable or self-sufficient front operation. A form 
of financial control is necessary though to guard against a myriad of dangerous eventualities that are so in- 
herent in a front system. One of the best methods of establishing financial responsibility in a front operation 
is to see to it that the most responsible and dedicated persons are in charge of the funds. Not "yes men", 
but those who fully understand the long range goals of the parent and front organization and are un-alterabiy 
committed to its success. 

Quite often we hear of what is termed "splinter groups". This is especially common in the communist move- 
ment. More often than not a splinter group started out as a front for another organization. It is confusing to 
most that there can be two or more organizations that are at ocJds with one another but at the same time 
are striving for the same basic goals. Observers on the right often conclude that such bitter rivalries are 
phoney put-ups. Occasionally this is true. But generally speaking, such conclusions are mistaken and reflect 
either an unwillingness or inability to look behind what is called an "ideological split". When rivalries erupt 
in right-wing circles it's given a different name — "Factionalism". Anyone who has had contact with right- 
wing organizations knows' that such factionalisms in the conservative movement are not deliberately con- 
trived. Therefore, given this platform with which to apply logic, it is not unreasonable to assume that in 
most cases similar conditions in the left-wing are also natural. 

From time to time honest ideological divisions do become established between parent and front organiza- 
tions. But for the most part, rivalries erupt as a direct result of human nature. The leadership of a front 
organization is usually composed of various primidonnas. This is desirable, as this particular ego-centric 
characteristic will provide more fuel to overcome natural inertia in men than will idealistic beliefs. When 
"ideological splits" develop in the left-wing or "factionalism" erupts in the right-wing, it can almost always 
be traced to man's natural drive for recognition and power. What few people seem to realize is that if this 
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characteristic gets out of control it then c^Rs to be productive and creative. The ^pof the front leaders 
an8 organizers won't, let them remember how they got therein the first place, and they often begin honestly 
to feel that their ideological goals can be achieved without the support of the parent organization. Thus 
'they become self-defeating and actually jeopardize the whole movement. 

Once dissension breaks out it is almost impossible to regain the smoothness in relations and operations that 
existed before. Perhaps one of the most difficult realities to accept is that dissension is sometimes caused by 
the parent organization itself. Primidonnas must have their ego fed. If it is not, it will seek out nourishment 
from other sources. The under-feeding of egos will cause the front group to drift away until one of two 
things happen. The front will either collapse through inactivity or it will become independent. 

.A^la sj dc illustration of a front colla pse that was caused by an error on the part of the pajgnt org anization ^ 

comes readily to mind out of recent history. Call'it political party X, because we certainly do not wish to ^ 
disparage any person or group whose heart has been, and is, on the right side and who now is paying a hjghj^ 
price for h avin g pioneered a noble cau se. The fault alluded to in this instance is that the key executive 
would not permit the various state, county or local chairmen and other essential officers to receive credit 
for their hard efforts, in public or private. 

Just because a slight touch of the primidonna may be part of the character makeup of a few figures in a 
front operation, it does not mean that some of the leaders of the parent organization are not afflicted also. 
To be sure, it is even far worse for this condition to exist within the leadership of the parent group. Political 
party X was a striking failure. It behooves us to objectively study the causes for its failure so we might gain 
knowledge and thus avoid reliving history. c>fc(i^ 

Xhe key executfa &Jn question wasJ JbeJLojLUxdeiiand leader of ^ovejrnent And it followed a logical sequence 
that he should establish a political front. Most of the funds that camemto Party X had to be sent to national 
headquarters instead of leaving them at the state or local levels for operational purposes. Whenever a state 
or local organization wanted to embark upon a program they found it impossible because national head- 
quarters had taken all of the money. When they did do something, the key executive would take the credit! 
The various officers and even the general members became so discouraged that they soon felt it worthless 
to attempt anything — thus engendering an almost immediate deterioration. 

It is important that front organizations have a certain amount of autonomy. Especially in areas of organiza- 
tional structure, tactics, publicity and finally, in the area of local strategy. Limited autonomy should be 
granted in officer selection, and grand strategy must be left entirely to the parent organization. Local and 
state autonomy was not, however, part of the national policy of Party X. Without autonomy key figures in 
the front will not only begin to feel isolated and unimportant, but will view the parent organization as in- 
accessible. 

!t is true that the objectives of a front organization are limited to a specific area, and that these front organi- 
zations, because of their narrow operational scope, cannot achieve the overall goals of a broad movement. 
Conversely, it is true, in turn, that the broad movement will suffer a severe paralysis if even a small portion 
of a front system drifts off onto a tangent. This situation often comes about when participation is limited to 
a one-way street. That is, the parent organization seeks*to participate in the affairs of the front, but forbids 
representatives of the front to participate in strategy and policy matters of the movement. The communist 
revolutionary forces in America are aware of this. Which is why the Executive Board of the Peace Action 
Council is staffed with representatives from the affiliated front organizations. 

It is very difficult for the leadership in both front and parent organizations to maintain creative attitudes, 
even when they are aware of the various characteristics of human nature that can cause a well intentioned 
operation to go astray. Aside from the self-interest motivations which obviously have a negative impact on 
front operations, the leaders of front groups will often resent suggestions, criticisms or policy and strategy 
conclusions offered by the parent organization. Often times, without even being aware of it themselves, the 
leadership of a front will begin to adopt policies and organizational structure designed to insulate their 
front from what they consider jurisdiction infringements by the parent organization. In turn, the leadership 
in the parent organization will sometimes look upon the key personnel in a front as second class members of 
the movement and hold similar resentments. Once this condition takes root, an estrangement developes and 
the leadership of the front organizations respond by establishing unassailable little kingdoms to protect 
themselves from real or imagined encroachments by the parent group. 



In an atmosphere where objectivity is anfet, disputes over jurisdictions, which is^Bhing more than a pro- 
duct of ego-centric motivations, become cpite bitter. Neither side has the ability or wfilingness to see that if 
jurisdictions 'are sharply separated, that they are actually encouraging a limited point of view, and an in- 
flexable strategy, which will lead to the stagnation of the whole movement. 

Front organizations must be operational if they are to contribute to the movement. One example of wasted 
effort is a tactic illustrated in our classic example above. The strategy was first to announce that Party X 
would run candidate Y as its presidential candidate. To make this announcement and the Party X appear 
credible, the key executive had begun two years earlier to establish several front organizations across the 
country who would, on a cue, hold press conferences and announce that they were going to support the 
Party X and its candidate, Mr. Y. ' vCa^K 

Following the Party X Convention, the key executive issued the necessary directives to approximately 
twenty front organizations to hold such conferencesTRatu rally this tactic would have had considerable ef- 
fect in making the Party X appear to have political power. However, not a single one of these front organi- 
zations succeeded in getting the press to come to their conferences, much less getting any publicity about 
their "sudden" support of the Party X. This failure was caused by the key executive himself, because he had 
taken most of the money that was contributed to the fronts for use at party headquarters. Without money 
the fronts could not become operational, and thus remained nothing more than paper organizations. Since 
these fronts had not accomplished anything, had no members to speak of, and were totally unknown, it 
followed then thdt the nations' press didn't give the question a second thought when the press conferences 
were called for. 

A question comes up from time to time which asks for the moral justification of such devious and surrepti- 
tous methods as front organizations. It is doubtful whether this question can be answered from a moral 
standpoint to .everyones' satisfaction, as moral justification for any act is subject to individual interpretation 
— even among practicing Christians. For example, a hue and cry arose from the conservative-Christian com- 
munity when super-liberals in our government began the abominable practice of legislating morals in the 
field of integration. But it is some of these same people who turned around a hundred and eighty degrees 
from their stand against legislating morals and cried for legislation to extend the school system or social 
. security, legislation that enlarges the power of the state to legislate morals. Another example of conflict in 
moral interpretation can be seen in the Nuremberg trials. Grand Admiral Doenitz stood trial for the "im- 
moral" practice of waging unrestricted submarine warfare in the Atlantic. It seemed to make no difference 
at all that, while his trial was in progress, Admiral Nimitz stated that he had adopted this same policy of un- 
restricted submarine warfare in the Pacific against the Japanese as a result of the lessons learned from 
Admiral Doenitz! A matter of moral interpretation? Or is it a question of dual morality? ! 

In retrospect, it is possible that some would criticize the key man involved for not having foreseen the un- 
fortunate outcome. Such criticism misses the point and may even be unjust. In the crush of a great effort, 
a key man whether in a front or a central group is likely to make some wrong calls. Progress comes when 
the error is not repeated. In any undertaking of magnitude, failure properly evaluated is the inevitable pre- 
lude to success. In athletics, the man who strives is respected. How much more should this be the case in 
our endeavor when a man is virtually martyred after a crucial mistake. It is not reasonable to suppose that 
ideological warfare is without its casualties. \ 

r 

From a practical point of view, the use of front systems can be justified. The revolutionary course in this 
country which is being carried out by a leftist guerrilla campaign, is comprised in total by a maze of front 
systems ranging from the international banking houses on Wail Street to the rabble on the school campuses. 
Because of the nature of the conflict forced upon us, we must, in turn, adopt similar methods of counter- 
guerrilla warfare. But this cycle of logic is incomplete. For the question then is, since there are so many in- 
dependent organizations already in existence, all striving to be effective within their area of activity, and 
since these combined efforts all focus on a common goal, why should there be formal organization with a 
central directing body over the entire framework? The answer to this question follows tactical and technical 
considerations which form an iron law of organized movements; which is, that with the growth of every 
large organization or movement, there is a corresponding extension of its tasks, and the physical impossibili- 
ity of self-administration; the tactical considerations, such as the need for a division of responsibility, spe- 
cialization and coordination make for the indispensability of leading individuals who sooner or later must 
organize themselves into a central directing body. 

World revolutionaries have found the strategy of interlocking fronts, all working in concert to be a particu- 



larly successful method of guerrilla waJfcp in the* United States. Since World W^fcl they have secured a 
politicafand economic oligarchy and pr75?5ct it from public scrutiny by maintaifl^ the traditional vocab- 
ulary of "free enterprise", so dear to rich and poor alike in the United States, as are the myths of "demo- 
cracy" and "democratic republic" to the illusion-hungry citizens of this nation. The indifference of the 
American people toward anti-capitalist ideas has given America the unique status of a country which, for 
all its patriotic and anti-Communist notions, dociley accepts this oligarchy so long as it can believe in its 
myths. The docility and illusion-starved charactaristic of the American people is so extreme, that save in the 
^case of monumental scandal, they permanently re-elect their dictatorial rulers, even when they are disposing 
of the nations' treasuries as if it were their own property. 

Movements that cease in their projections towards the future and concentrate on present economic and 
political status become stagnant and vulnerable to revolt. Movements which are made up of interlocking 
front systems, such as the revolutionary movement in the United States, are better insulated against such 
counter-revolts. The mass population sees a group of ostensibly independent but common organizations, 
foundations and government agencies (actually cooperating fronts) all postulating improvements for the 
masses, rights for the underdog and something for everyone. Not only is the actual intent of such a move- 
ment difficult to define, but the combined leadership, because it is so numerous and representing so many 
fields with interlocking and interdependent interests so strong, that it appears unconquerable. The key of 
course to this illusion is that it "appears" to be unconquerable. 

One of the first steps to dismanteling the grip and organizational structure the leftest revolutionaries have 
on this nation is to understand their motives as translated into the "iron-law of permanent revolt". The im- 
petus on the left is, of course, the dfcsire for their own class rule. However, no form of class rule is perma- 
nently accepted without protest by those excluded from its benefits. This explains to a large extent the 
reasons for the lefts drive for a welfare state, lest too large a segment of the population begin to feel "ex- 
cluded". 

A sign that the leftest revolution in the United States is incomplete is the fact that the cry for improvement 
of the masses is still the banner of the movement This does not mean that the revolutionary forces in this 
country are "out". Not at all. Actually they are the "ins", but only to a degree. And the "iron-law of perm- 
anent revolt" states that the "outs", always hungry for power and feeling "excluded", will fan the emotions 
of the masses into revolt, peaceful or violent. 

Both the revolutionary-left and the counter-revolutionary right speak in terms of ideological phantasies 
that they themselves find hard to understand. The right speaks of a "return to Constitutional government" 
while the left speaks of "peace", The obfuscating of issues has had the effect of both working for and against 
us. For the revolutionary lefts' part, it has been a help insofar as the mass of the movement has been too 
confused over this to either see through the sham or to lend the movement much assistance. Many of the 
leading personalities in the left actually believe this ideological doubletalk and thus pull off on a tangent 
when actual policies run contrary to revolutionary propaganda. The result is a slow down in the revolution- 
ary timetable due to internal strife. 

However, as far as the anti-communist right is concerned, their ideological gobbledegook not only confuses 
the masses, but unlike the leftest propanganda, doesn't even appeal to the mass. This is harmful enough in 
itself, but it also has caused a large segment of the anti-communist community to view their cause and situ- 
ation in unrealistic terms. The activist, regardless of his politics, must be able to keep all things in their pro- 
per perspective. For example, the definition of a "communist", which may appear to be a simple request, 
has been obfuscated to the point that it no longer makes much sense to anyone. In defining a "communist", 
the communist will say he is against the exploitation of the masses and only seeks to improve their lot; the 
fellow-traveler will justify him; the liberal will acknowledge him and his absurd ideas, tries to rationalize his 
actions, and relagates him as unimportant and more of an imaginary threat than a real one; the moderate 
sees him as a force to be dealt with, but on limited terms; the conservative sees him as an intolerable menace, 
to be resisted by all possible means — except violent; and the hard-core right sees him as an evil, all power- 
ful agent of satan who should be destroyed. Actually there are only three definitions which place the ques- 
tion in its proper perspective regardless of your politics. They are: 

1. A man not to be judged hastily. He may turn out to be a stoolpigeon for the F.B.I. 

2. One who believes that political liberty, though granted by non-communists to communists, should not 
be granted by communists to non-communists. 



3. One who believes that a fulM?nnerpail is more important tnan tne ngnt ot uee'spZeSR^fttmrSntfeTG^^^^ 
-fore those who get impatient abou£the absence of the former under communism should be deprived 
of , the right to complain about it. Jfe Qk 

A movemen-t of interlocking fronts working in concert is not as prone to become sidetracked on such ab- 
stract issues as precise definitions, contradictory ideologies within the same movement, and breakdowns in 
the timetable as is a movement of common interest but independent organizations. If we assume that the 
above statement is true, (which it is) then one is inclined to ask, since the leftest revolutionary movement is 
a series of interlocking front systems, why do they confuse these issues among their own people to the 
point that it hinders their progress? The answer to this is twofold. Idealism within the leadership and sup- 
porters give a movement its motion. When it becomes clear that the actual objectives of a movement does 
not reflect the idealism, personal gain interests and ego-drives of important leaders and supporters, they 
will abandon the movement or "cause" en masse. Secondly, it is a well established fact that people will con- 
tinue to support and work for a cause even when they are confused — so long as they are allowed to believe 
in their illusionary ideals. Once their illusions and emotional needs for a utopia are shattered they will work 
as hard against the cause they once championed as they did for it. 

A movement is a type of collective, and every human collective, regardless of its principles, whether 
humanitarian, democratic or libertarian, is always dominated by a minority composed of the most intelli- 
gent, the most energetic and the most unscrupulous. Sooner or later, that minority sets itself up, as a tightly 
organized conspiracy of intermediaries, as it were, between the rank and file and the Cause, Faith, Ideal, 
Country or Morality — for the sake of which that collective body had been organized. To these "inter- 
mediaries" the maintenance of the organization, that is, their power over it, always becomes more import- 
ant than the "Cause" which that organization was meant to serve. Actually, these "intermediaries" or 
"elite-leaders" are no different than those selfish-interested or ego-centric motivated leaders of front organi- 
zations, except they are on a higher level after a greater treasure. 

The front organizations carry out the various tasks of propaganda and sloganism designed to keep the 
rank and file confused and to fill a basic requirement for the benefit of those emotionally in need of a 
utopia. 

The revolutionary left has given the American people its confused utopia — Democracy. To wit: Without 
exception every leftest front organization in the country postulates one of two political myths, "Demo- 
cracy", or another form of anti-capitalism which is that of eliminating the private employer, resulting in the 
establishment of a non-exploitive, "classless" society. Idealistic workers within the leftest movement be- 
lieve that liberty or equality can be achieved by these means. As for the masses, they're fed a strict diet of 
"American Democracy" by New Dealers and Super-Great Societies, believing all the while that this will pre- 
serve for them "free enterprise" and "welfare" at the same time. As can be seen, "American Democracy" 
means different things to different people. A "classless" society to some, a "libertarian" society to others. 
What "American Democracy" means to those who stand to benefit the most is perhaps the most important 
definition. To these world-revolutionaires "American Democracy" is a system under which the voters in- 
variably elect the candidates presented to them by the political machines of one of the two big office- 
holders and office-seekers.The result is a government of the people, by the people, for the people, carried 
on by politicians and office-holders in partnership with those owning the wealth of the country and holding 
it in trust for the people. In other words, a super-capitalistic oligarch, sometimes refered to in right-wing 
circles as a One-World Government. t , r 

^ guerrilla or couj it^r-auerrili^mpvement built pn jfche principle, off rqnt organizations j s the only tactic of ^ 

" revolution or counter-revolution that can be effective In the United States. The anti-revolutionary has been < 

slow to realize this, but the fact that there is now such a movement in progress gives one hope that perhaps ^ 

steps can be taken in time to establish real road-blocks in the paths of the revolutionaries. When compared 
to the accomplishments of the left, the gains made bv this counter-revolutionary movement appear to be 
quite moderate. But when compared to the length of time they have been involved, (three years) their gains 
then look to be quite impressive. 

No doubt other organizations such as the Minutemen and others have considered the advantages of launch- 
ing out on a program of fronts to achieve objectives that they found difficult to reach while operating under 
their own name. - EachJja$Jmst^^ did not fu!| y understand the intrinsic dangers in 

such operations, or they actually did not intend to reach their stated ideals, and thus gave way to their self- 
interests and ruined themselves; or their supporters saw through their doubletalk. 



" YOUR rAdNSIBJLITY.TO FIGHT EVIL " 

""RuIerVare not a terror to good works/' wrote St. Paul, "but to evil." 

He then advises the believer to be subject to authority, both because of the power that authority wields and 
also for the sake of conscience. 

His admonition, "Let every soul be subject unto the higher powers, for there is no power but of God: the 
powers that be are ordained of God," rules out revolution in all its stages. 

But what happens when the person or persons who hold positions of authority do become a terror to good 
works? When they make gifts of tax money so that ruffians can intimidate the public, purchase weapons and 
narcotics? 

There is only one possible answer to that question. It is a simple answer. When a person in authority becomes 
a terror to good works, he no longer is a ruler. He is a mis-ruler. 

Paul's advice on the relation of an individual to the government is given in Chapter 13 of Romans. The Bible 
has other instruction to give on this point. In I Samuel, Chapters 18—20, we read about King Saul, a legiti- 
mate ruler who began to oppress his subjects, especially a young warrior named David. The victim fled into 
the wilderness. He was joined by others and eventually they formed a defensive band, numbering about 600. 
Saul undertook to hunt them down, but in doing so twice fell into David's hands. David, however, did not 
kill him as he might have. He regarded Saul as the anointed king who would be removed in God's own good 
time. In due course Saul died in battle, and David became king. 

The principle here is that when any government ceases to do what it was established to do — namely, to 
protect — then men are thrown upon their own resources. The proper action is to organize among themselves 
in order to protect themselves and their families. They can do this legitimately, provided they do it in God's 
way. 

According to Bible teaching, man is created in the image of God, the Father. As head of the household, he 
has a positive obligation to provide for his children and wife and to protect them. If a believer does not pro- 
tect his family, he is a worse father than an atheist and an insult to the very God he is supposed to honor. 

In short, the Christian father has a positive obligation to safeguard his family. If he can't do it alone, then 
he must make necessary arrangements with others. He has no Scriptural authority to overthrow an estab- 
lished mis-government. To make such an attempt would be to commit the sin of humanism. He must re- 
strict himself to his assigned duty — protection, relying on a faithful God to do whatever else is necessary. 

Sometimes God says, "Go up against the enemy." Sometimes, "Stand still, I will fight your battle for you." 
Not once does Holy Writ ever quote Him as telling a believer to sit home and do nothing. The Christian is 
commanded to act and to act in faith. 
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
